TAXATION 

C Anada - may CON- 

gratuletc henelf upon the 
feet thet the budget which Hon.

It is likewise gratifying to note that 
in a year of decreased resenues the 
expeadnnres were restricted suffi¬ 
ciently to permit the accumulation 
of a surplus amounting to no leas a 
sum than $1,223,000 The effect 
of this excellent showing will be 
felt outside the borders of thi.

die many interesting points of Mr. 
Robb's presentation is bis statement 
to the effect that Canada's favor¬ 
able trade balance with the rest of 
the world has grown to $263.414.- 
526. This is an increase over the 
balance at the end of the last focal 
year of $125.718.610—a remark¬ 
able showing m itself end another 
proof of the rapid progress which 
Canada is making as an exporting 
country of the first rank. This cosn- 
pnsimn alone n also illustrative of 
the country's economic condition in 
general and must be somewhat dis¬ 
turbing to those people who are eter¬ 
nally preaching blue ruin and ask¬ 
ing themselves what can be dooe to 
save a all from bankruptcy. 

Taxaboa changes are very slight. 
The Government intends to observe 
the effect which last years ru ns Ip ' 
mg alterations in die tariff had 
«ggn the general business o[ the 
country before embarking upon any 
further Tension of a wider nature. 
Meanwhile Hon. Mr. Robb asked 
that provision be made for the erra¬ 
tum of a Board whose duty it would 
be to make additional inquiries in | 
dus Canadian agd generally act in 
an advisory capacity to the Gov¬ 
ernment in respect of this highly im¬ 
portant and controversial question. 

The Government is entitled to 
point to the budget surplus and to 
the fact that no new taxation is 
necessary as evidence of the suc¬ 
cess of its administrative policies. 
By the introduction of economies 
in all departments of -the public 
s ervi ce , economies which have 
quickened up and rendered the in¬ 
ternal machinery more effective, it 
has set an example to the rest of 
the country which might be followed 
with profft by governments and 
peopl e in general. 

The Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. its financial condition in gen¬ 
eral. its business of last year and 
the prospects for the future, occupied 
a good deal of the Minister's time 
and it can be assumed that many 
hours of debate will centre upon it. 
In the meantime the President of

At a 
certain price he will buy and buy 
to the fullest extent of his need; but 
as toon at he detects inflation in 
respect of an article, such as eggs, 
for instance, of a semi-luxury class, 
he will reduce his demand accord- 
ingly.

CHEER AND CLOOM—BUT 
MORE CHEER 

N ot every Canadian 

will subscribe to all the 
policies of the prerent Government 
at Ottawa. No Liberal budget 
ever pleased every Conservative. No 
Conservative budget ever pleased 
every Liberal. But there is plenty 
of common ground upon which 
every Canadian citizen should find 
it quite simple to agree. Yet it is 
strange how some people kick and 
shy at plain facts when they are 
presented to them in the fairest pos¬ 
sible manner. 

At the conclusion of his budget 
speech yesterday Hon. Mr. Robb 
gave expression to there sentiments: 

The immediate future looks 
brighter. No world *tate haa a 
m ore self-reliant and virile 
people than haa Canada. But to 
achieveeur destiny, we must re¬ 
move all sectional, all provincial 
Jealousies from our hearts; we 
roust keep faith and forget all 
differences of tongue and creed, 
remembering only and always 
that we enjoy a great heritage 
—that we are Canadians. 

Thu is an extract from the 
abridged report of the speech which 
- Sir Henry Drayton delivered after 
Mr. Robb had taken his seat: 

He denied that the country 
was prosperous and that a lot 
of business was being done. He 
quoted figures to show that in. 
October. 1923. 177.5:4 men were 
employed In railway service In 
Canada, and in the same month 
of 1124 there were 111.11)1 em¬ 
ployed. a decrease of 31.555. 
He stated the decreases con¬ 
tinued pretty steadily alt the 
other months. 

Sir Henry made no mention of 
the fact that the administration of 
the Canadian National Railways 
on more economical lines, the re¬ 
duction of duplication by working 
agreements with the other large sys¬ 
tem, might well have a good deal 
to do with the number of men em¬ 
ployed on the railways of Canada 
eighteen months ago and the num¬ 
ber of men employed to-day.

Lockjaw i» merely the papular 
name for tbe disease known as 
tetanus, ft derives its popular name 
from tha fact that oae of the com¬ 
mon symptoms is sllftncas of the 
muScles governing tbe movements of 
the lower Jaw. This Inability to open 
the mouth, to chew and to swallow, 
in a serious interference with tbe 
feeding of the sufferer, who must be 
fed artificially. The muscle* of th# 
face may be so affected as to give 
rise to the so-called sardonic grin. 
Contraction and frigidity of muscles 
in other parts of the body, the back 
for example, give rise to unnatural 
positions of the body. There is 
always a great pain associated with 
the muscular contractions. 

The cause of tetanus, or lockjaw. 
Is a microscopic organism known as 
bacillus. Which produces in the body 
a virus or poison that sets up the 
disease. Just os another sort of bacil¬ 
lus may set up typhoid fever. The 
bacillus obtains entrance to the 
body usually through a wound. Eves 
a very small abrasion of lift okiro 
may suffice for this purpoae. Thera 
is a belief still existing that was once 
much more prevalent than It la now 
that a wound of the thumb or big 
toe was especially provocative of 
lockjaw. This a popular fallacy well- 
nigh universally exploded. A wound 
on way part of the body is equally 
liable to afford an entrance to the 
bacillus, and as the hands and feet 
are very prone to Injury from such 
things as dirty nails, broksn glass, 
old lumber, etc., every oars should

robbed it of Its terrors. Prevention, 
however, in this as In most other 
matters off acting tbe health, is better 
than cure. It la ahOdlutely impossible 
to guard against Injuries, cuts and 
abrasion*' but it le always within the 
reach of all to cleanse the wound and 
to disinfect it by the applic at ion of 
tincture of iodine applied direct to 
the injured port. Other antiseptics 
will answer Just os well, hut only this 
ie mentioned bare because it Is in 
Nuch g e neral use that few are with¬ 
out iff* It le Wily dpplied. and can 
do no possible harm, whether needed
